Near Rorlielle 


"In Northern Illinois a few 


moths have appeared as far north 
as Rochelle, but these are only 
strays coming from early garden 
corn and potatoes. The borers in 
field corn are just beginning to 
pupate and moths will not appear 
£ 


un this source in number for 
o weeks. Main flight is not 


expected before the third or fourth 
week in August. 


"If the temperature continues 


to be normal or above for two 
weeks or longer, pupation may be 
extensive and the second genera- 
tion borer infestation may be ap- 
preciably higher than last year 
when only about eight per cent 
of the borers pupated in August."

Corn Earworm 


The report said another insect 


pest, the corn carworm, is leaving 
ears of early sweet corn as far 
north as Rock Island and Kanka- 
kee.

Improve Strains of Hens and 
Egg Quality Will Improve Also 


BY FRANK PRIEBE 


All eggs are fresh when they're 


laid. But that doesn't mean they 
are equally good. 


We're finding out that freshness 


isn't the only measure of quality. 
There's a lot more difference in 
fresh eggs than most of us real- 
ize. There are differences in the 
strength of the shell and in the 
interior quality—the thickness of 
the white and the length of time 
it will stand up. 


So far, when we've talked about 


"improving" the quality of eggs, 
what we've really had in mind 
was doing a better job of main- 
taining the quality—after the eggs 
were laid. 


Difference In Quality 


We didn't realize that there 


was much difference in the quality 
of new-laid eggs. But lately we've 
begun to suspect there is a dif- 
ference. And we've begun to won- 
der if we can't do something— 
before the eggs are laid—to im- 
prove their quality. 


At- the request of people in the 


egg business two men from the 
TJ. S. department of agriculture 
did a little checking. They went 
to three egg laying tests. They 
broke out eggs laid by birds in 
the different pens and they mea- 
sured the interior quality of the 
new-laid eggs. 


Strain The Reason 


I think you know that breeders 


enter their best pullets in these 
contests. Each breeder's entry is 
in a separate pen. But all the 
birds in the contest get the same 
feed and care. So we figured if 
there was any difference in the 
quality of the new-laid eggs, it 
must be due to breeding. 


And that's exactly what they 


found—a big difference in the 
quality of the fresh eggs from 
birds in the different pens. 


The differences were not be- 


tween breeds. It was the strain 
that made the difference: That is, 
one strain of Leghorns, for ex- 
ample, or one strain of New 
Ham ps laid better eggs than an- 
other strain of the same breed. 


Time and again it's been proved 


that the strain counts far more 
than the breed. It's too bad we 
still think and talk in terms of 
breed. What difference docs the 
breed make—when you can get 
poor chickens or good chickens 
in any breed? 


Interest In Quality 


In breeding for egg production 


we've concentrated on breeding 
birds that will lay a lot of eggs— 
and good-sized ones. But most 
breeders haven't paid too much 
attention to the quality of the 
eggs the birds lay.

Several months ago after writ- 


ing a column on kidney stones 
in which I remarked that diet was 
often important in lessening the 
possibility of the formation of new 
•tones, several people wrote ask- 
ing for the details of such a diet. 
One even said that he had four 
stones removed and that their 
composition was calcium phos- 
phate and calcium oxalate. 


It is not possible to describe a 


diet which would be suitable for 
all persons who, have had trouble 
with kidney stones. The most im- 
portant reason is that there are 
several kinds and the chemicals 
entering into their structure are 
different and consquently they 
need different kinds of diet. 


But it is also true that people 


differ from one another in other 
respects besides the chemical com- 
position of kidney stones: some are 
fat, some thin, some are young 
and others are old, some may have 
diabetes or 
another 
condition 


which should effect the kind of 
diet they should have. 


Kidney stones, of course, are 


not really "Stones" at all. They 
are chemical compounds which 
have crystallized out of the urine 
because the latter no longer car- 
ries them in solution. They form in 
some part of the kidney, usually 


sort of open space known as 


the pelvis.

and do not appear suddenly as 
fully formed masses.

symptoms are not produced for 
years, and indeed it is not usual 
to find them unexpectedly in r 
X-ray film taken for some en 
tirely different reason.

62,700 college students flunked the 
first draft aptitude test, given May 
26, to 165,000 men, Selective Serv- 
ice said today.

A total 
of 339,056 students took the test 
May 26, June 16, June 30 or July 
12, but results from the later tests 
have not been tabulated. 


Selective Service -said that 53 


per cent of the 42,500 freshmen 
tested May 26 earned scores of 
70 or beter as did 61 per cent 
Of the 53,000 sophomores, 72 per 
cent of the 44,000 juniors, and 77 
per cent of the 18,500 seniors. 


The test also was given to 7,000 


graduate students.

samples indicate that about 40 per 
cent of the students in the lower 
portion of their classes and 75 per 
cent in the upper part scored 70 
or better. 


Draft boards have been asked to

ST. LOUIS —(AP)— The flood 


control system of army engineers 
was blasted last night by Missis- 
sippi river farmers who said their 
lands had been inundated 15 times 
in the last nine years. 


Owners of farms on both the 


Missouri and Illinois sides of the 
river above Alton dam expressed 
their views at an open-air meeting 
at O'Fallon, Mo., near St. Charles. 


Attending were about 150 land 


owners from the north half of St. 
Charles county and from Calhoun 
county, 111. 


William J. Becker, St. Louis at- 


torney who owns land in Calhoun 
county, recalled that army engi- 
neers instituted control measures 
after the disastrous Mississippi 
river flood of 1928. 


"They built 28 dams—I prefer 


to call them mud puddles—on the 
upper Mississippi so there would 
be no more floods down below," 
Becker said. "Now you and I are 
paying the price for the safety 
of the fellows below." 


Several speakers termed 
the 


floods on their lands as "man 
made" and said that such condi- 
tions did not exist before the dams 
were built. 


The Alton dam is 
upstream 


from St. Louis near the confluence 
of the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers. 


John Garner said he learned the 


river bed above Alton had risen 
seven feet since the dam was con- 
structed, adding: that "the engi- 
neers don't talk about that."

white hair dangles over his collar 
like an actor's, is usually genial 
but at times can be short-temper- 
ed. 


Yesterday was one of those 


times and before he had his say 
on foreign aid something else 
happened which probably didn't 
Improve his temper. 


Has Power 


He's chairman of the senate's 


powerful foreign relations com- 
mittee, where membership and 
chairmanship carry importance 
and prestige. 


His 
committee 
was holding 


hearings on President Truman's 
request for $8,500,000,000 for arms 
'and economic aid for other coun- 
tries. 


It sometimes happens that im- 


portant senate committees squab- 
ble over the right to hold hear- 
ings on a particular problem. 


It's hard. to analyze the rea 


sons for such a squabble in any 
give case. The members of one 
committee may feel the others 
are trespassing on their territory 
or maybe even pride and prestige 
get mixed up in their feelings. 


Demand Righto 


At any rate, the senate's power- 


ful armed services committee de- 
manded the right to have equal 
voice in the hearings on foreign 
aid, since most of the money asked 
for will be spent on arms. 


Connally wanted no part of this 


but was finally forced to consent.
